By Mr. Gallinger, of New Hampshire—A 
resolution citing that it isa matterof current 
newspaper rumor that oflicers of democratic 
campaign committee, through a person not an 
employe of the government, are engaged in 
collecting contributions from democratic con- 
gressmmen and others in the employ of the gov- 
ernment, and directing the committee on civil 
service reform to investigate the facts, with a 
view of ascertaining whether section 11, of 
the civil service law, has been violated.

A!so, appropriating $200,000 for the relief of 
sufferers from the recent violent, uuprece- 
dented snd desolating sterms in certain dis- 
tricts of northern Louisiana. ; 

The house then went into committee ofthe 
whole, (Mr. Reagan in the chair,) on the sun- 
dry civil appropriation bill. 

Mr. Morrow moved to amend the bill by 
increasing from $5,500 to $10,000 the appro- 
priation to meet expenses incur,sed under the 
Chinese immigration act, and by adding a pro- 
viso requiring the secretary of the treasury 
to cause to be prepared preliminary and re- 
turn certificates identifying more particularly 
than at present the Chinese to who n they are 
granted. He went on to point out the de- 
fects in the present iaw, declaring that that 
law was evaded in a most shameful manner. 
The certificates now used instead of prevent- 
ing the introduction of Chinese labor, were 
an aid to immigration. 

After some general debate of the Chinese 
immigration question, the amendment was 
adopted without division. 

When the clanse relating to the expenses of 
collection of revenue from sales of public 
lands was reached, another attack was made 
upen Commissioner Sparks by Messrs. Lard 
of Nebraska, Carey of Wyoming, Perkins of 
Kansas; but he found defenders in Messrs. 
Cobb of Indiana*and Payson of Illinois. 

Mr. Payson said thatso faras the order of 
Commissioner Sparks of April 3, 1885, was 
concerned, he, as a member of the committee 
on public lands, was consulted with reference 
to the propriety of its issuance. He had ad- 
vised and counselled that it should be issued 
and he stood by that order today. This is the 
order suspending final action upon entries in 
Jarge territory in the west and northwest un- 
til an examination was held. 

Mr. Randall stated that he had understood 
that’the vote on Mr. Morrow’s amendment af- 
fecting Chinese certificat@’ which was adopted 
this morning would not be taken until this 
afternoon. He therefore asked unanimous 
consent that the vote be annulled, This was 
agreed to and the amendment was rejected— 
74—91. 

An amendment was adopted, providing that 
all fees collected by registers and receivers of 
the land offices from any source, which weuld 
increase their salaries beyond $3,000 a year, 
shall be covered into the treasury. 

Pending action, the committee rose and the 
house adjourned. 


THE RANDALL TARIFF BILL. 


Estimates of Reductions Made in Revenue— 
The Free List. 


WASHINGTON, June 28.—From computations 
madeat the treasury department on last year’s 
receipts, it is estimated that the Randall tariff 
bill, introduced today in the house, will effect 
a reduction in government revenue of $34,- 
077,665, including $7,044,452 on account of re- 
ductions of tariff on dutiable articles, $1,526,- 
124 on account of additions to the free list,and 
$26,407,088 on account of removal of internal 
revenue tax on tobacco, ete. The principal 
items of reduction are as follows: 

In the free list on sawed boards 3963,7638; on 
clapboards $391,153. In dutiable articles, steel 
railing bars from $112,955 to $86 409; tin plates 
from $5,055,590 to $1,000,000; iron and steel 
rivets and wire rods lighter than No. 5, from 
$644,915 to $250,000; cotton ties from $162,744 
to £62,600; pig lead from $29,158 to $21,869; rice 
four from $134,418 to $75,000; lemons 
in boxes from $561,906 to $468,231, castor 
beaus frori $131,252 to $105,002; clothing 
(cotton) ready made from $435,423, to $200,- 
S65; bags and bagging from $466,515, to $408,- 
200, jute from $157,105, to $200,000; wools 

(class 3) from $1,412,272, to $1,100,000, worsted 
* cloths from $1,067,349 to $400,000; ready made 
clothing (woolen) from $1,226,609, to $600,000, 
marble (rough) from $244,127, to $187,790; salt 
from $421,532, to $351,276.

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THE STRIKERS SUB3iDF, 


AND TRAINS MOVE ON THELAKE 
SHORE. 


Zhe BRailroads Succeed, With the Aid of Oicers 
Aimed With Winchester Rifies, in Sending 
Out Freight Trains, and Anuounce 
Ready for Business—Other News, 


CHICAGO, June 28.—The chief of police of 
the town of Lake appeared at the extensive 
switching yards of the Lake Shore railroad at 
8 o’clock this morning, with a police force of 
one hundred men, including ‘“‘specials”’ and 
Pinkerton police, and at once began to clear 
the yards of strikers and idlers. Very few of the 
latter had entered the yard, but remained in 
large groups just beyond the railroad tracks, 
intently watching the movements of the rail- 
road people. Several hundred men, however, 
remained in close vicinity of the round-house 
and the cars of the Lake Shore road, and re- 
fused to obey the orders of the police to move. 
Clubs were drawn and several rushes were 
made at these groups, the police using their 
clubs, and in one of the encounters Detective 
Finn, of the Lake police, knocked one of the 
men down. lie is the only person reported to 
have sustained any serious injury. The 
crowd gradually withdrew from the immediate 
vicinity of the yards. 

PREPARING TO MOVE TRAINS, 

Preparations for a determined effort to move 
trains on the Lake Shore today were perfected 
by the ofticials of road yesterday. They were 
somewhat elated by the success attending the 
«forts of Captain Hunt, of the Hyde park 
police, in protecting the train which was taken 
out /ate Saturday evening, and the fact that so 
many arrests of strikers and their sympathiz- 
ers had been made, Onthe other hand, the 
strikers presented a bold front. They renew- 
ed their determination to stop the movement 
of all freight trains, at all hazards. They 
still profess not to be responsible for 
the trouble of Saturday, and a 
reward -has been offered for the 
discovery of the man who “cocked” the switch. 
Shortly after 6 o’clock this morning Rilly Pink- 
erton, in charge of a large number of special 
police, were taken to the town of Lake. On 
their arrival there they were sworn in as spe- 
cial officers. Thirty switchmen, to take the 
places ef the strikers, were also sent down. 
About a hundred special police arrived in a 
special train of three cars at 8:30 and were also 
taken to Forty-third street. A dozen or more 
imported switchmen were also on board. 

WARNING THE STRIKERS, 

There was this morning an under current 
of excitement and suspense that boded exci- 
ting developments during the day. The town 
of Lake detectives started through the yards 
repeating the following formula: 

“All you people must move. Do not con- 
giegate in groups on the tracks or crossings, 
or we will be obliged to take means to disperse 
you, and we will do it, too.” 

The crowd moved back surlily and momen- 
tarlly increased in numbers. Some resistance 
was shown in moving off Root street, and one 
man was severely beaten by a policeman. The 
excitement rapidly increased, and by nine 
o'clock the crowd was ready for anything. 
Sh ‘cloc 

ortly after nine o’clock, the town of Luke 
police cleared tracks, andthe streets leading 
to them,of the crowds who were on then. 
Just after this, Pinkerton, with 121 of his men 
eppeared on thescene. Many of them were 
armed with Winchester riffes, 

11a. m.—Therée are fully YU potce ana 
specials stationed along the Lake Shore tracks 
between 4ist and 45th streets. About 100 are 
regular police of the town of Lakeand Pink: 
eiton police, and nearly 109 “specials’§:n the 
employ of the Lake Shore road. the latter of 
whom are armed with Springfield breech- 
loading muskets, These men are guarding 
the reund house and tracks of the Like Shore 
road at intervals of fifty yards, and no one is 
allowed to approach the switches or property 
of the railroad, 

Deputy Sheriff Gleason appeared at Forty- 
first street shortly after 10 o'clock, accom- 
panied by six deputies. This is the first time 
since the strike began that any of the repre- 
sentatives of the sheriff have been on the 
ground, 

READING THE RIOT ACT. 

The chief deputy read the riot act at four 
points along the line of the Lake Shore road 
between lorty: first street and Englewood, and 
the police and special deputies began to clear 
the tracks. The crowd moved off quietly after 
the reading of the riot act, and up to 11 o’clock 
everything remained quiet in the vicinity of 
the railroad tracks from the city limits as far 
south as Englewood. The Lake Shore com- 
pany succeeded in making up a train of four- 
teen freight and caboose cars and started south 
at 11:55 wthout molestation. A few minutes 
before the train started five of the strikers 
ventured into the yards at Forty-third street 
and, refusing.to move, were handled roughly 
by the police. and one was placed - under ar- 
rest. The others moved off. The strikers are 
congregated on State street, and intimated 
that they will attempt a demonstration in the 
presence of the armed force now on the 
ground. The railroad company has brought 
out eight engines and has sent six down the 
road, each having on board a denuty sheriff 
and # squad of men armed with Winchesters. 
These Jocomotives are employed as scouts to 
cee that the tracks and switches are protected 
and ready for the passage of regular freight 
trains. No molestation bas been offered to 
men on board of these engines. 

THE ARRESTED MEN. 

Ofthe men arrested by the Hyde park po- 
lice for complicity in Saturday’s rioting, nine 
have been bailed out. The others are refused 
bail andsome areunable to find sureties. 
Morton, Kearns, Adair, Hogan and Bond were 
liberated on $8000 bail each. Duran and 
Tierny, two Jaborers,on $25 each; John Hayes, 
2100 and Thomas Smith, $500. The police 
believe they bave evidence eno':gh to convict 
Frank Day, who is under lock and key, for 
throwing amail train off the track Friday 
night. The manin South Chicago jail, who 
gave his name as John E, Sullivan, is Edward 
Snllivan, who was discharged from the Nickle 
Plate shops two weeks ago. Captain Hunt has 
a state warrant for him for rebbery. 
Kearns is the engineer who was in charge of 
the Milwaukee and St. Paul engine captured 
by the strikers and used in pursuing the Lake 
Shore train. Kearns claims that the strikers 
placed the muzzles of two revolvers to his 
head and threatened him with death in case of 
refusal to Go their bidding. ar 

A local paper says that a new stock-jobbing 
scheme has been discovered 1n connection 
with the riots. An enterprising firm of New 
York stock brokers, since the strike began, has 
representatives on the grounds, and every 
attempt by the officers to move a train 1s 1D- 
stantly reported to the central office. 

FREIGHT TRAINS GO OUT. . 

The Lake Shore company has at last succeed- 
ed in getting a freight train started from the 
yards at Root street. At 12:10 o’clock the 
switch engines which had been makiuy up & 
train, steamed on the side track and # r ogular 
engine coupled to a train. Special police, with 
their Winchesters ready, stood on the alert. 
The guns were too much for the crowds and 
no attempt was made to interfere. When 
everything was in readiness for the start, a de- 
tail of Pinkerton men, armed with rifles 
climbed on the engine and the tops of cars. 
Their appearance gave the scene a warlike 
appearance. Just before the train was realy

tion. At Fifty-first street crossing,there was a 
large crowd of men and boys who j@red as 
the train passed, but offered no violence. At 
12:50 p. m., South Chicago was reached and 
no ceerious opposition hed been encountered. 
There wasa large crowd in and about the 
yards, buta large squad of Hyde park police 
prevented even the semblance of disorder. Tho 
train will be guarded to Indiana state line by 
armed specials on board. A second freight 
train of twenty-six loaded freight cars follow- 
ed the first train, having been made 
up at Englewood. It had about 
twenty armed specials, and reached South Chi- 
cago in safety. The railroad officials antici- 
pated ne trou le after leaving that point un- 
less it should be at some place beyond the 
state linc and the squad of Pinkerton, men 
already mentioned, has. gone to that point to 
guard against that happening. A third train 
was gotten under way,and passed south Chi- 
cago without molestation. 

230 p.m.—A freight train from the east has 
arrived at Lake Shore yards in the city. The 
officials have issued a notice to accept freight 
without limits. They state that they believe 
the strike is ended. The switchmen are hold- 
ing a session, and whether they contemplate 
any fusther move is not known. 

THE STRIKE ENDED. 

The teekbone of the strike is broken. Every- 
thing is quiet. Many have come froma distance to 
be employed ana some of the strikers have gone 
back to work. The strikers, however, have differ- 
ent stomes to tell and iatimate in certain e@ontin- 
cencies the striRe will become general strougnout 
the west. 

EXJOINING THE STRIKERS. 

INDIANAPOLIS, June 28.—A bill was filed 
teday in the United States circuit court. a 
Ch icago, by the Lake Shore road, asking for 
an. li junct.on against the striking switchmen, 
and a copy of it was presented to Judge Gres- 
bam beretoday. The judge thinks the circuit 
courts have concurrent jurisdiction with the 
state courts of controversies. The strikers 
have no more right to stop or destrey cars 
containing imported merchandise to be deliv- 
ered than to stopor destroy cars containing 
munitions of war or troops of the United 
States. 


A Strike Ended. 


Er. Lovis, June 28.—The great nail mills 
strike at Bellevilie, IIl., has finally come to an 
end. The settlement, at Pittsburg, of wages 
question has proved satisfactory to both nail- 
ors and operators, Under the new agreement, 
the men will not receive less than seventeen 
cents per keg, no matter what the price of 
vails may be. The millsemploy about 350 
men, and will start again in a few days.

MR. GLADSTONE TO THE LIVER- 
POOL EBLECTORS. 


Henrgle’s Circus Crowded to Its Utmost Capacity to 
Hear the Premier Speak—The Land Purchass 
Bill—Privileges to Uleter—Other News 
of Interest From the Old World, 


LIVERPOOL, June 28.—Mr, Gladstone, this 
afternoon, addressed the electors of Liverpool 
in Hengler’s circus. He was received with 
boundljess enthusiasm. The circus was crowd- 
ed to its utmost capacity. Hundreds, unable 
to gain admittance, crowded around the out- 
side. Mr. Gladstone said the enthusiasm in 
favor of home rule surpassed anything he had 
witnessed during his life. Despite the long 
purses of his opponents, he leoked forward to 
the resuit of the elections with confidence. It 
was true that he denounced the natienalists in 
1x51, but it was because he thought they 
were in the wrong, He supported them 
now because he thought aud knew they were 
in the right. He now proposed to give a stat-— 
utory parliament to Ireland to deal exclusive- 
ly with Irish affairs. His opponents pretend- 
ed such a grant would be the breaking down 
of Irish allegiance to the imperial parliament, 
but said the premier, their allegiance had been 
given erudgingly and half-heartedly hereto- 
fore and sometimes it had not been given at 
all. The liberals wished to destroy one sort 
of allegiance and make Irishmen revere the 
imperial parliament like Scotchmen and En- 
glishmen, from the heart and mind. He 
stoutly denied that they were refusing 
U}ster privileges which they were giving 
elsewhere. On the contrary they were will- 
ing to listen to any suggestion in behalf of U1. 
ster. They were willing to make exceptional 
proposals if they were likely to be adopted. 
Again, they were told thatthe land purchase 
bill meant the taking of British tax payers’ 
money. It meant nothing of the kind. It was 
o 1e thing to spend theirmoney and another 
thing to invest it. If he thought that land 
purchase meant more than investment he 
would be no party to the scheme. He denied, 
however, that the home rule bill and,land pur- 
chase bill were inseparable. He reminded his 
auditors that home was 
* question of classes the 
masses. The liberal — party, said, 
was a rule, not supported by the dukes, squires, 
clergymen of established church, officers of 
the army, etc., wherever there was a highly 
privileged, publicly endowed profession, 
almost every member of that profession was 
an anti-liberal. But from the legal and medi- 
cal professions, which were now open, the 
liberals received a fair share of support. The 
question was whetherthe masses were able, 
constjtutionally, to overbear the classes, be- 
cause it had always been shown that wherever 
truth, justice and humanity were concerned, 
the masses were in the right and the classes 

werein the wrong. He would show this by 
reference to Lord Randolph Churchill, whose 
name he had not mentioned before duriag the 
canvass, and which he did not suppose he would 
have occasion to mention again. He had 
been told that Lord Randolph Churchill had 
had a good deal to say about him, but he 
(Gladstone) had not taken the trouble to in- 
quire, It was very difficult to describe 
Churchill, but if he could cw out one-half of 
his qualities he might make with the other 
half 2 valnahla oma Aintimgemninlk aad on eT 
the classes might go wrong: that the Pail Mall 
club might go wrong; but that the people 
never erred.

MUNICH, June 28.—Prince Luitpold was to- 
day formally made regent of Bavaria to ad- 
minister the affairs of the kingdom during 
the occupation of the throne by King Otto. 
The oath was administered by the minister of 
justice, and the ceremony was _ perform- 
«ad in the. throne room of Residenz- 
Schiese, in the presence of the minister 
and a majority of the parliament. Prince 
Luitpold, ovging to the reading of the oath, 
stood with bis right arm uplifted, and at the 
conclusion of the reading, said, in a strong, 
clear voice: 

“TI swear.” 

He was cheered three times, and in response 
thanked the assembly for their manifestations 
of loyalty, feelingly referred to the career of 
King Ludwig, and promised todo all in his 
power to promote the prosperity of Bavaria.

HEAVY LOSS BY FIRE. 


A Five-story Warehouse in New York De- 
stroyed by the Flames. 

New York, June 28.—A fire occurred in 
Nichols & Huniley’s five-story warehouse, at 
the foot of West 125th street this afcernoon. 
The building is numbered 408 to 435, and ex- 
tends throvgh to 118th street. The building 
cost a quarter of million dollars, and is divi- 
ded into sections. The fire occurred in sec- 
tion G, Nos. 432 and 434, in some bemp on the 
ground floor, and burned furiously. Cotton 
paper stock, jute and hemp filled the baild- 
ing. Huntley estimated that 3,500 bales of 
coitop, worth about $150,000, wereon the five 
ficors.

The cotton was probably damaged 
one-third. Thejute was worth $50,090, and 
was Gamaged one-half, and about $7,000 loss 
was suffered on the hemp and paper stock.

Insurance amply covers losses.

A Mutinous Crew Creates a BigSensation. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., June 28.—{Special.]—-This 
morning at eight o'clock the steamer, David 
‘Clark, left the city with five hundred negroes 
on board, on an excursion to Beanfort with a 
band of music. They had proceeded a short 
distance beyond Tybee, when a dispute arose 
among a number ig: Se playing cards on 
the lower deck. Bob Watts,an Augusta ne- 
gro, Seized a chair to strike Ben Cleft, when 
several rushed in with knives and pistols 
drawn. A general melee followed, Watts 
was shot in the breust near the heart, He 
walked a few steps and fell tothe deck 


dead. 


Charles Stevenson was cut 
Robert Graham in the hand; 
head split open with a club. James Barnes 
was cut in the mouth. A number of others 
were cut and bruised. Ciriffith Delagale, formerly 
of Augusta, is charged with shooting Watts. A 
scene of indescribable confusion prevailed. The 
captain headed the steamer back to the city, 
and lay out inthe stream. A message was 
dispatched to the barracks, and a detail of po- 
licemen was quickly sent tothe wharf. After 
considerable trouble the parties engaged in 
the fracas were secured, and the dead Watts 
was removed to his home. The coroner is in 
a quandary about holding the inquest, as it is 
believed the murder occurred in South Caro- 
lina waters.

Scme Foolish Stories and Their Unsubstantial 
Foundasgion y ofthe Situation—The 


Wine Room Scheme—The Wholesale 
Dealers—Disappointed Loafers.

“I've taken my last glass, boys, I’ve taken 
my last glass,” hummed a sad looking citizan 
in front of Kenney and Werner’s, last night, 
while a small party of similarly affected citi- 
zens listened in sympathetic silence. 

“Why didn’t you wait until Wednesday 
night?’ inquired a CoNsTITUTION reporter, 
who waa passing. 

_ “Because, I preferred to begin my exp2r- 
lence a8 a total abstainer at the commence- 
ment of the week.” 

“Haven't you ajag hid away somewhere 
from which you can takea glass after Wed- 
nesday night?” 

“No, sir; I am nota ‘jugwump.’” 

The sad citizen’s announcement that he was 
nota “jugwump” reminded the reporter of 
some investigations he had been making dur- 
ing the past ten days. 

UNINFORMED PEOPLE 
by reckless guesses, have caused the impress- 
ion te be made outside of Atlanta that “jug- 
wuimps’’ are as plentifal in the city as black- 
berries in fence corners. 

“Why,” said a man at theunion depot Sun- 
day morning, “I understand that the negroes 
of Atlanta are making small fortunes carry- 
ing jugs from the liquor stores to the homes of 
‘prominent citizens.’ ”’ 

The reporter had heard this statement be- 
fore, and bad spent two days investigating its 
truth. He found that some citizens, more or 
less ‘‘prominent,’’ had provided themselves 
with a supply of liquor, but that the “sinall 
fortune” story was the creation of someboly’s 
fertile imagination. A point of interest 
brought to light by the investigation was that 
it could not be discovered, even in a single 
instance, that any but those who have been in 
the habit of using liquor had made provision 
against the “dryness” which will prevail dur- 
ing the next two years. 

ANOTIIER STORY 
that. bas gained some credence outside of At- 
lanta is that the real estate agents are over- 
whelmed with. the number of houses they 
bave for rent. Investigation shows this story 
not to be withont some foundation. That is, 
it is true that the1eal estate agents have on 
their lists about one thousand houses for rent. 
But the intent of the story is to make the im- 
pression that there are in Atlanta one thou- 
sand vacant houses. This is far from @he 
truth. The houses are for rent just as they were 
last year, the year before, and the year before 
that, and as they will be next year, and so 
on: but they are not all vacant, nor is it true 
that a majority of them are vacant. Atlanta 
is a large city, and the real estate agents con- 
stantly have on their lists a large number of 
houses for rent. This statement of the case 
will be sustained by the real estate agents 
the mselves. 
“A PROMINENT CITIZEN,” 

whois neithera “jugwump” nora croaker, 
said to the reporter yesterday: 

“The foolish stories floating through the 
state about the effect of prohibition upon At- 
lanta were not originated by her friends. 
None of Atlanta’s friends would seek to injure 
her by canards so absurd and yet so readily 
believed by those who are unacquainted with 
the real condition of affairs. Atianta’s pro- 
gress cannot be stayed by prohibition, as the 
opponents ofthe measure will discover in 
much less time than two years. What money 
does closing the barrooms take from Atlanta? 
Not one cent. Closing the wholesale liquor 
stores will take some, but the effect of the loss 
will not be long felt. The prosperity and pro- 
gress of Atlantaare not dependent upon the 
sale of liquor, nor upon any other one thing. 
The foolish stories about Atlanta are annoying 
to her friends, but they will be triumphantly 
proven false, just as many others about her 
have been so proven at osher periods in her 
history. 

THE SITUATION, 
as faras the bar-rooms and wholesale liquor 
houses are concerned, is as follows: 

At twelve o'clock on the night of to-morrow, 
Wednesday, June 30th, every bar room in At- 
lanta will close its doors and cease to do busi- 
ness. Out ofthe sixty-nine that will meet 
this fate, perhaps six will re-open in from one 
to two weeks as wine rooms. One of the em- 
ployes of the Kimball house bar-room said yes- 
teiday that it would probably remain closed 
two weeks. At this place, wines manufactur-— 
ed anywhere in the United States will be sold. 
At the other barrooms that are to be changed 
into wine rooms only wines manufactured in 
Georgia will be sold, with the probable excep- 
tious of Hollie & McMahon’s and Phil Breit- 
enbucher’s. If the legal authorities should 
refuse to interfere with the wine rooms, oth- 
ers will be opened, but the number will not 
be larger. 

The majority of the retail liquor dealers 
will enter some other business. There is a 
strong feeling among the majority that the pro- 
hibviton law 

SHOULD BE OBEYED* 
not only in spirit, but to the letter. They say: 

‘We have made our fight and have been de- 
feated. Now, let the law be enforced. If itis 
satisfactory in its results, all right; if it is not, 
why at the end of two years the people will 
declare that liquor shall again be legally sold 
in Atlanta.” 

Those who compose this class see nothing 
in the wine room scheme. They do not be- 
lieve it will pay. In speaking of it yesterday, 
one of them said: 

“The sale of wine will-not pay unless it is 
in connection with some other business. 
Georgians are not wine drinkers. They will 
drink whisky or beer, but they will not drink 
wine. If wine should be sold in connection 
with family groceries, the business might 
pay. Otherwise, it will bankrupt any man 
that sells it,” 

This man voiced the opinion of at least fifty 
ont of the sixty-nine proprietors of barrooms. 
AS TO THE WHOLESALE HOUSES, 
their intentions were stated in a previous 
issue of THE CONSTITUTION. Those whose 
licenses have not yet expired will continue to 
do business. City Attorney Goodwin gave 
Mayor Hillyer a written opinion yesterday, to 
ee that they could not be interfered 

with. 

The brewery, as already announced, will 
continue its business. It will not do so, how- 
ever, without meeting opposition. The probi- 
biticnists will take every possible legal step 
to prevent itfrom selling beerin Atlanta. 
Some anti-probibitionists will join forces with 
the prohibitionists in the matter. They in- 
sist that prohibition shall not result in giving 
the brewery a monopoly. 

Whether an effort will be made to prevent 
the brewery from manufacturing beer is not 
known, but some ofthe prohibitionists say 
that such will be the case. 

In the meantime, the owners of the brewery 
are prepared to maintain what they assert are 
their legal rights. 

THE BARROOM LOAFERS 

anticipate a glorious flow of free liquor to- 
morrow night, but they will be disappointed. 
As far as could be learned yesterday, the bar- 
rooms will require cash for all liquor sold, 
right up to the last glass. The loafers, there- 
fore, will assemble in vain, unless some iiberal 
toper should “set ’em up.’ 

In some instances, the barkeepers will pre- 
pare treats for their old patrons, bat these 
will not be enjoyed until after the clocks 
have tolled twelve andthe barroom; have 
been closed. “Nor will the treats be enjoyed 
inthe barrooms, Other places will be se- 
lected for them. 

One barkeeper wants the front doors of all 
the barrooms draped in mourniug,early Taours- 
day morning, aud keptso for the space of 
thirty days. Another wants all the barkesp- 
ersin the city to have themselves photo- 
graphed in a group. 

But all attempts to celebrate “the last clos- 
ing’ are likely to come to naught, and liquor 
will cease to be sold in Atlanta as quietly as 
the church doors are opened on Sunday morn: 
ings.

The Striking Switchmen. 

The troubles of the Lake Shore railroad 
with the striking switchmen, during the past 
few days, have been vexatious in the ex- 
treme. 

Itseems that at thetime of a former 
strike, several weeks ago, the switchmen re- 
ceived a written promise from the sheriff that 
certain men obnoxious to the union should 
be given other employment. This pledge was 
not carried out and the switchmen struck 
again, 

There is enough in such a state of affairs 
to anger, not only the railroad Company, but 
the authorities and the public. Here is the 
situation. Eight employes of the Lake Shore 
railroad bave worked faithfully for the com- 
pany from ten to fourteen years. They hap- 
pen to be outside of the union, and this body 
demands their discharge, alleging that the 
sheriff promised it. The company feels in 
duty bound to stand by old and faithful em- 
ployes. The sheriff’s promise was nothing. 
He had no right to make it, and he made it 
withont the sanction of the company. 

Because they cannot have their way the 
switchmen quit work, trespass on the com- 
pany’s property, obstruct trains and intimi- 
date the men employed to take their places. 
This is more like the unreasonable work of a 
mob than anything else. Under what shadow 
of right do these turbulent employes assume 
the management, control and direction of 
the property of others? If they desire to 
quit work, let them do so. But when they 
have thrown up their places it is the height 
of wickedness and folly for them to outrage 
the law and inaugurate a crusade against the 
personal and property rights of their late em- 
ployers and the new switchmen. The time 
has come for the enforcement of the law, no 
matter what it costs. 


The Lady and the Lord. 

Rich Americans do many foolish things, 
but their silliest displays generally occur 
abroad under the noses of princes and prince- 
lings, 

Just now the papers are all talking about 
the breaking off of the engagement between 
Miss Adele Grant and Lord Cairns. Miss 
Grant is an American heiress and a beauty. 
Lord Cairns, who, as the Viscount Garmoyle, 
made an unsavory reputation by his entan- 
glement with an actress, fell in love with 
the young lady, and her relativis and triends 
were delighted. Then the young blackleg 
showed his true colors. He purchased ex- 
pensive presents for Miss Grant, but neglect- 
ed to pay for them, and the bills were 
sent to her mother. The Grants lost their 
temper, but were afraid of offending the 
British nobility. How Miss Grant got rid 
of her worthless lover is told in a cable spe- 
cial, from which we extract the following: 

At a garden party the prince of Wales said to the 
fair Amcrican: 

“When are you to be married Miss Grant?” 

“I do not know, your royal highness.’’

She was 
nothing to the prince, and he was nothing to 
her. Under the circumstances she should 
have broken with her wretched little lord- 
ling without caring what all the princes in 
Europe thought of it. -But some of our rich 
Americans lose all their common sense and 
‘self-respect when they come in contact with 
royalty. 


Apparently “Wet,” But Really “Dry.” 

Asa rule when we meet aman with un- 
steady gait, congested face and neck, vacant 
eyes with drooping lids, and with spirituous 
breath, we have no hesitation in pronouncing 
him intoxicated. 

It is hard to believe that these symptoms 
may allexist and be consistent with perfect 
sobriety, and yet such is thefact. The Lon- 
don Lancet, a high medical authority, says 
that it is very easy to be mistaken in cases of 
thiskind. Itrefers tothe French colonel, 
Herbinger, who was tried for drunkenness 
whileon duty. This officer was found to be 
the victim of cerebial anemia. Frequently 
he was giddy and could searcely sit on his 
horse. The Lancet says: 

Not only willarnemia of the brain, however in- 
duced, cause giddiness, but certain forms of defect- 
ive assimilation will bring about the same results, 
together with symptoms still more decpetive. We 
need tostudy more closely the effects of an access 
of oxalic acid in the biood, of accumulated uric 
acid, or urate of ammonium, of acetone, etc. 
Something has been done in this direction; but, so 
far as we are aware, the precise cause of a pecu- 
liarly offensive odor ofthe breath expelled from 
the mouth, seemingly distinctly alcoholic has not 
been satisfactorily made out, although several 
good clinical observers with a fair knowledgej of 
the chemistry of digestion and elimination have 
undertaken tosolvye the problem. It would be 
useful to investigate the subject further;more light 
is desirable and eyen necessary. 

We do not feel inclined to argue the ques- 
tion. In fact we agree with our learned 
contemporary that more light is desirable 
and even necessary. Of course we are wil- 
ling to admit that the apparently ‘‘wet’’ 
men who occasionally disturbed the serenity 
of very “‘dry’’ communities, are in reality” 
not ‘‘wet,’’ but the drvest of the ‘‘dry,’’ but 
we Wanta test that will enable us to distina- 
guish the counterfeit article from the gen- 
uine.

The committee can have no reason 
for not allowing the vote for governor to be 
taken when the vote for representative and 
senator is cast, except that they are afraid 
for the people to vote between Gordon and 
Bacon. They knew that the interest in the 
legislative race would bring out a full vote 
“in Thuredsy’s primary, and instead of letting 
the vote be taken that day on Gordon and 
Bacon, they postponed it until the next day, 
and ordered a mass meeting at Swainsboro. 
The people will uuderstand such tricks as 
this. 


Cheap Traveling. 

Thousands of young men feel a desire to 
travel in strange lgnds. They long to see 
the great outside world, but they live and 
die without going beyond the limits of their 
own state. 

The great diffieulty in the way of foreign 
travel is the expense, or rather the supposed 
expense. To show that this is not in reality 
a serious obstacle, we have only to take the 
case of Mr. James Ricalton, a New Jersey 
schoo]master, who spends his vacation every 
year traveling in foreign countries. Mr. Ri- 
calton has no means beyond asalary of $800. 
He supports a family of three children, and 
has money enough to gratify his passion for 
rambling. Onatwo months trip through 
England, Ireland and Scotland he spent less 
than $150, including his passage both ways. 
Another time he visited Norway, Sweden, 
Germany, France and Ireland at the same 
cost. Then he spent less than $1000n a 
tour through South America. He is now in 

tussia making his journey on a tricycle. He 
expects to cover 1,500 miles in 100 days at a 
total expense of $200. 

This is a remarkable showing, but it must 
be recollected that Mr. Kicalton pays oat 
no money for railway travel. He does not stop 
at hots]s, and economizes in every possible 
way. Still, he claims that he has under- 
gone no hardships and exposures of an ex- 
traordinary nature. Wedo not advise any 
man with a slim pocket-book to rush off to 
(listant countries, but the experience of this 
Jersey schoolteacher shows that it is possible 
for a tourist to make the circuit of the elobe 
at a very small expense. 

The Tide of | Immigration. 

The south is the only genuine American 
section. In the northern and western states 
the tremendous foreign immigration of the 
past two generations has transformed the 
character of the people, affected their lan- 
guage, literature and religion, and left its 
impress upon politics, legislation and public 


policy. 


In seeking the explanation of this state of 
affairs, the St. Louis Republican holds the 
negro responsible. The tide of foreign immi- 
gration enters New England, runs through 
the middle states and across the broad prai- 
ries of the west. It turns aside from the 
eouth because the negro is there. Onur con- 
temporary calls attention to the following 
statistics : 

” In the last two generations, from 1820 dgwnto 
the present day, other lands have poured into ours 
12,600,000 souls, who, with their immediate des- 
cendants, now number 30,000,000. But against this 
great tide of ever-moving people, deluging all the 
northern half of the country, the negroesof the 
south have successfully stood like a black ram- 
part, turning it aside from that region more effect- 
ually thana hundred anti-immigration statutes 
could have done. The statistics which exhibit 
this are surprising, Five years ago, in 1880, there 
was 1 foreign-born person to 2 native-born ih Cali- 
fornia, In Illinois there was] foreign-born person 
to about 4 native-born. In Iowa the proportion - 
was 1 to5; in Kansas1to8;in Maine, 1 to10; in 
Massachusetts, 1 to3; in Michigan, 1 to 3%; in 
Minnesota, 1 to 2; in Nevada, 3 to 3; in New York, 
1 to 8; in Pennsylvania, 1to5'4; in Rhode Island, 
1 to 3; in Vermont, 1to7; in tlle 1 to2%; in 
Dakota, 5 to 8. 

Now tnrn to the southern states and obserye how 
small the proportions become: In Alabama, 1 to 
128; in Arkansas, 1 to 80; in Delaware, 1 to 15; in 
Florida, 1 to 26; in Georgia, 1 to 153; in Kentucky, 
1 to 27; in Louisiana, 1 to 16; in Maryland, 1 to 10; 
in Mississippi, 1 to 118; in North Carolina, 1 to 310; 
in South Carolina, 1 to118; in Tennessee, 1 to 90; 
in Virginia, 1 to 100; in West Virginia, 1 to 35. The 
two former siave states that show the idee pro- 
‘portion of foreign-born to native-born are Missouri 
and Texas—1l to 9 in the former and 1to 1. inthe 
latter, 

The comparfson may be more sharply presented 
by placing a northern and a southern state of 
nearly equal population side by “ide, thus: Ala- 
bama had only °%,754 foreign-born inhabitants, 
while California had 292 87 ~ Phage mg are had 9,468, 
while Rhode Island had 75 . Florida had. 10,009, 
while Vermont had ra cena had 10,564, 
while Michigan had 388,000. Kentucky had 59,009, 
while Iowa had 261,000. Louisiana had 51,0090, 
while Minnesota h ad: 261,000. Maryland had 8&2,- 
000, while Wisconsin had 405,000. Mississippi and 
North Carolina together had only 13,000, while 
Massachusetts bad 443.000. Virginia, South Caro- 
lina and Tennessee together had only 39,000, while 
New York had 1,211,000. 

This isa striking view of an interesting 
subject, and the points are strongly present- 
ed. Butsome very important facts have 
been held back. The lines of ocean travel 
from the European ports ended at northera 
ports. The best railway facilities led the 
immigrants westward. The public lands 
were in that direction. Nor was this all. 
The western states and the railway lines, en- 
riched by enormouggovernment land grants, 
had their immigratjon agents all over 
Europe. They flooded the old world with 
pamphlets and circulars in which the north- 
ern part of the union was pictured as a para- 
dice for the poor man. Eventhe maps cir- 
culated by these agents were fraudulent. 
They represented the south in a black 
shadow, with the statement that it was “‘low 
and marshy, inhabited by negroes.’’ Then 
the popular writers of the north, whose 
works were read in Enrope, contributed to 
swell the general fund of misinformation. 
They described the south as a lawless, semi- 
barbarous country, whose people were illit- 
erate and murderous. 

Naturally, these methods influenced pnb- 
lic opinion abroad. - Immigrants avoi ted 
the south, butiteannot be said thatit. was 
simply on account of the negro. 

The fact is, no race prejudice has ever 
kept people out of acountry, when its cli- 
mate, soil and money-making opportunities 
invited immigration. Evropeans seek Mex- 
ico, Central America and South America in 
large numbers. They force their way into 
India, China and- Japan. In ail of these 
lands they have toecontend with mixed 
races, In some countries they have to com- 
pete with slave labor and in others with free 
negro labor, Bnt perhaps the crowning an- 
swer to our contemporary is to, be fouad in 


icyrsais Pgs Reel: amet a 


colonization of Africa are regarded in Europe. | 


If the negro is an insurmountable bar in the 
way of white immigration, he ought to be 
able to hold his own in Africa. 

Foreign immigration will come this way 
before we are ready for it. The public lands 
in the west will soon be disposed of, anda 
rush will then be made for our cheap lands. 
In the meantime, a tide of domestic immi- 
gration is beginning to come in. Florida is 
a notable example, and so is Texas, but 
these two states have heen better advertised 
abroad than any of their sisters. As soon as 
they adopted the methods of securing immi- 
grants so long pursued by the north and 
west, they had no difficulty in securing their 
full share of settlers. 

The Baltimore Mannfacturer’s Record is 
an authority where southern interests are 
concerned. In a recent issue it says: 

To any one who will study this matter, either by 
personal investigation in the north, or among 
northern settlersin the south, there will come 
somewhat ofa revelation in finding how wide- 
spread is the “‘southern fever.’’ The commissioner 
of immigration in one sonthern state alone now 
has the names of some 9,000 or 10,000 people who 
have written to him in regard tosettling in that 
state. The tide of immigration has turned south- 
ward, and it behooves sonthern people to be ener- 
getic and enterprising in making the attractions 
oftheir country a sai D.

ELBERTON,Ga.,June 28.—[Special.]—General 
John B. Gordon addressed the people of this and 
adjoining counties here today. He received 
one of the greatest ovations that has ever been 
tendered any public man in Georgia, People 
were present from every adjoining county, and 
from couuties that do not join us, and from 
South Carolina. It is estimated by good jadges 
that there were four thousand people present. 
It was the greatest mass of humanity that 
your correspondent has ever seen outside of a 
large city. 

THE TRIP TO ELBERTON. 


General Gordon reached here abont 9 a, m. 
on an excursion train, gotten up solely to meet 
the demand of the people along the line of the 
railroad, who clamored for an opportunity to 
come to Elberton to hear Gordon speak. At 
every station along the route from Toccoa to 
Elberton the old hero was greeted by enthusi- 
astic crowds, - At Bowersville he was 
met by a delegation from this 
place. He was also joined by a large crowd 
from Elberton, attended by the Hartwel! 
brass band. The trip all along was one of en- 
thusiasm, and when the train roiled iato Ei- 
berton it brought five hundred people. 

RECEIVED IN ELBERTON. 

The crowd at the depot to receive General 
Gordon is estimated at from eight hundred to 
athousand. Thescerne at the depot was one 
of which Gladstone or any other hero or states- 
man of any age might bave been proud. The 
vast throng crowded and yelled and laughed 
and cried around the great man, and it would 
have thrilled the most callous to see the old 


+ veterans grasp his hands and clasp his loved 


and gallant form in theirarms. The general 
was led to a carriage drawn by 
four horses, which seemed to 
partake of the spirit around them. The 
Hartwell brass band was placed in front of the 
carriage. Behind it were a thousand white 
people; then the colored brass band of Elber- 
ton, followed by several hundred colored peo- 
ple, and the great procession moved off for the 
Globe hotel. The march through the town, a 
quarter of a mile to the hotel, was a grand 
spectacle. 
GREETED BY THE VETERANS. 

Along the line fair hands waved handker- 
chiefs, and now and then the shout of the 
multitude rose like the voice of many waters, 
while the old veterans crowded around the 
carriage and some of them stood on the steps. 
The general stood up and shook hands with 
those who pressed around the carriage as it 
moved on. A beautiful incident occurred on 
the march. Just asGeneral Gordon’s carriage 
was passing a residence, a beautiful babe was 
held above the crowd with the cry: 

“General, here is your namesake,” 

The general ordered the carriage to stop, 
and had the little one brought to him, and 
the vast crowd was halted while he held it in 
bis arms and kissedit. Another touching in- 
cident occurred while the procession was 
passing through the public square. Mr. Abda 
Oglesby, a-resident of Elberton, and a member 
of Gordon’s old regiment, made his way to the 
carriage and sprang into itand into General 
Gordon’s arms, which were open to receive 
him. This was one ofthe most remarkable 
scenes ever witnessed. General Gordon and 
his old soldier in each other’s arms, while the 
carriage was still moving on. How many tears 
of warlike men did it call forth! 

THE HOTEL REACHED. 

The general had a reception for an hour, 
and then the line of march 
was taken up to the _ speaker’s 
stand. The crowd, by this time, had been 
augmented until it stretched for a quarter of 
a mile, both sidewalks and the carriageway 
being literally thronged. The speaking took 
place in a beautiful oak grove, a quarter of a 
mile from the hotel, where a large stage had 
been erected. covered with an awning and 
beautifully decorated with evergreens and 
flowers. The march to the grove was sub- 
stantially the same as that from the depot. 
except that the crowd was vastly larger. At 
the speaking several hundred ladies honored 
the general with their presence, about two 
hundred of them being on the stage. 

THE GENERAL INTRODUCED. 

General Gordon, was introduced by Mr, 
W. M. Harris as a man distinguished alike in 
war and in peace, and was received with an 
enthusiasm that can better be imagined than 


described. 
Just as the general rose to speak the clouds 


which had been gathering for come time, be- 
gan to pour down. The rain and the circum 

stances seemed so unfavorable that the general 
more than once insisted on not speaking, but 
the vast crowd stood inthe rainand clamored 
to hear him, The rain would ggas3 occasion- 
ally, and then begin again, but through it all 
the enthusiastic throng stood and listened with 
profound [attention to the close of 
the speech which, though  de- 
delivered under disadvantage, was worthy of 
the greatest Georgian living.

How will E lbert county go? As-to the pop- 

‘ular vote the indications are that it will go 
for Gordon by an overwhelming majority, 
but an arrangement has been fixed by which 
Gordon’s friends will have a harder fight than 
they could have any other way.

BETWEEN THE CONTRACTORS FOR 
‘THE WORK ON CREW STREBT. 


The Street Committee of the General Council Begins 
an Investigation—The Witnessrs who Testi- 
fied and What They Said—The Contract 
Will Probably Not Be Awarded 


The alleged collusion between bidders for 
the Crew street macadam was investigated by 
the street committee of the general council 
yesterday afternoon. 

The investigation proved quite entertaining 
to those who were present. 

The street committee is composed of Mr. I. 
S. Mitchel], chairman, Mr. Z. A. Rice, Mr. W. 
M. Middlebrooksand Dr, G. G. Rey, The full 
committee was present, and when the chair- 
man dropped his gavel upon the table busi- 
ness was begun by appointing Mr, Middle- 
brooks chairman, Mr.8. H. Venable, Mr. Joel 
Hurt, Mr. Mike Maher and Captain Ed Cox, 
all of whom had submitted bids for tne work, 
were sworn 48 witnesses. Mr. Venable was 
first placed upon the stand, and said: 

“After the bids for the work had been ad- 
vertised for, I sent for Mr. Maher and asked 
him how much of the work he wanted. He 
replied by saying that he wanted to make 
some money out of it, and said that he hai 
some one interested with him. During the 
conversation he said he would see if he could 
not get released from the parties associated 
with him, so that we could bid on the work 
together, and subsequently called to 
tell me that he could not get ont 
of it but said that he would 
give me $400 to ‘make a bid of $1.30. We 
agreed to do so, but after the bids were in I 
sent him for the $400.. I wastrying to make 
a combination with Maher a3 he had the mac- 
adam and we had the rubble. Maher said that 
he ought to get the work for 120 or 122and 
I told him that I would bid 1.55 or 1.40. He 
then told that it would not look well, and I 
agreed to make my bid 1.30, which I did, but 
when Maher got the contract he declined to 
pay me my $400.” 

Mr. Joel Hurt was sworn, and said: “After 
I had put in my bid, I saw Maher and Vena- 
ble talking, and presently Maher went into 
the commicsioner’s office. Venable then asked 
me what I bad bid, and wanted to bet mea 
cigar that his bid was higher than mine. He 
then told me that he had bid one thirty. 
Maher said that his bid was so low that if any 
one got the work, he would not make any 
money out of it.) No one approached me 
about making a combinatien.” 

“When the work was first advertised,” said 
Mr. Maher as he went upon the stand, ‘‘I made 
figures on the cost, and concluded that I could 
do the work for $1.08, and I made that bidand 
that was the only bid I made. On the morn- 

ing of the 19th, the day upon which the bids 
were cpened, I had never thought about con- 
sulting any one abouta combination. I[ had 
simply put the work down as lowas I could 
and made my bid accordingly. On that day I 
received a message from Mr. Venable to come 
to his office to see him on business.”

‘“T told him that I could not go into partner-

AT THE KIMBA 
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MOONSHINER KILLED. 


A FATAL RAID NBAS BEN HILL 
POSTOF FICE. 


Deputy Marshal ‘McDorald Kills Jonn Browa 
and Wounds Joe Overton—A Wild Night in 
a Wild Place—The Evidence and the 
Coroner’s Inquest—The Details, 


Jobn A. Brown was shot and killed and Joseph 
L, Overton slightly wounded by Deputy Marshal 
Newt McDonald at an illicit distillery near Ben 
Hill postoffie, Sunday night. 

For reveral weeks past the revenue officers have 
been approached by citizens of Ben Hill district 
and were asked to break up an illicit distillery 
nearthat place. The exact location was given, 
and Friday night Revenue Agent Chapman, Dep- 
uty Collector Chisolm and Deputy Marshal Mc- 
Donald went tothe distillery but found all quiet 
and no one at work, as the still, cap and 
worm had been removed. The officers did 
not believe the men had quit the business entire- 
ly, but had only taken away the siill as a blind, 
They returred to the city, and, Sunday night, 
Deputy Collector Chisolm, Special] Revenue Agent 
Coiquitt and Deputy Marshal McDonald decided 
togo back and make the raid, believing they 
would find the moonshiners at WaRk. They reach- 
ed the ncighborhood of the distillery about eleven 
o'clock, and getting out of the carriage the men 
walked inthe direction of the distillery, going 
down 

A STEEP HILL SIDE 
end over great bouidersof rocks, When within 
alout three hundred yards of it, they saw a light, 
and atonee knewthe distillers were at work. 
Pulling offtheir coats and shoes, they walked 
noiselessly along until withina few feetof the 
corn juice maker, and then they planned as tothe 
best way to make the raid and secure their men. 
It was decided that Officers Chisolm and McDon- 
aid should go around and come in between the vats 
while Special Agent Colquitt would go ia front and 
head them off iftthey attempted to escape. As 
Special Agent Colquitt wastryingto step around 
between a tree and the branch, his foot 
struck a root and he fellintothe branch, making 
a noise which put the moonshiners on notice. As 
he attempted to rise he was struck a feirful blow 
on the knee with a stone and again dropped back 
intothe water. Whilethis was going on with 
Special Agent Colquitt, Deputy Marshal McDonald 
was getting a dose of the same kind. Just outside 
the still house be encountered 
THE NOTORIOUS JOHN BROWN. 

“What the deyil are you doing’”’ asked WcDon- 
atd, as he recognized Brown. 

————- ome—= YOU, lam goingto kill you,’’ aud 
suiting his words, Brown peeled away with a large 
stone and struck McDonald on the left shoulder, 
glancing off and striking him on the side of the 
face. 

The blow wasjasevere one, and knocked McDon- 
ald completely around. Brown threw asecond time, 
but missed his aim, and turned to pick up another 
stone, when McDonald drew his pistol and fired, 
the ball striking Brown in the left side above the 
fourth rib, ranging up and coming out about three 
inches below the right nipple. As McDonald 
raised his pisto} to fire the second time Overton ran 
by and said “We'll kill them.’’ He stumbied just as 
McDonald fired another ball, which passed through 
his left foot. Brown and Overton neither appeared 
to be badly hurt, but continued their flight up the 
hil), where Deputy Collector Chisolm captured 
Brown and Deputy Marshal McDonald made Over- 
ton surrender. It was found that 

BROWN WAS BADLY WOUNDED, 

and he was carried down the hill near the still 
house, and allowed to lie down. After examining 
his wound and finding it to be a bad one, Deputy 
Marshal McDonald went off after Dr. Tuttles. 
Brown lingered till about twenty minutes after 
two o'clock, when he died. The doctor did not 
alrive till after three. Overton’s wound was 
dressed, and while this was going on he told the 
cficers that he and Brown had an idea they were 
coming, as they had founda note at the still Sat- 
urday morning, saying that Thomas Kennedy had 
gone totown toreport them, and that they had 
better look out. They took the still away, but de- 
cided to bring it back and make another run. 

After copsu ting among themselves it was de- 
cided that Special Agent Colquitt and Deputy Col- 
lettor Chisolm should come into thecity and re- 

ort the matter to their superior oflicers, while 

eputy Marshal McDonald remained with 
the prisoner’s dead body and the still. The two 
oflicers left

about daylight. and reacned the city about eight 
o’clock. The facts were laid before Revenue Agent 
Chapman, Marshal] Nelms and District Attorney 
Hill. The commissioner of, internal revenue at 
Washington was asked for instructions,ana at half 
past twelve o'clock two Carriages 
containing Revenue Agent Chapman, Marshal 
Nelms, District Attorney Hill, Special Agent Col- 
guitt, Deputy Collector Chisolm, Justice A. A. 
Maping and two newspaper reporters, started for 
the scene of conflict. The roads were in a 
wretched condition, and balky horses caused 
the y to have to foot it u the 


water ran in over the carriage doors. The party 
hed disembarked and landed safely by means of a 
foot log. Twoand one half miles beyond this the 
carriages turned into a little country road, and 
going up a half mile stopped. After rambliag 
mound several minutes and loud calls for ‘‘Mac,’’ 
the place where the night before the tragedy had 
occurred was found. Forty or fifty men and boys 
were Sitting around oneither side of the hill on 
the large rocks, whittling sticks and calmly tak- 
ing inthe situation. Downthe hill atthe base of 
a large rock lay 
THE BODY OF THE DEAD MAN, 

covered over with afew planks, Sitting under a 
little board covered shed was Deputy Marshal Mc- 
Donald and his prisoner, Joe Overton. The furn- 
ace had been torn down, the stillcut up and the 
barrels of singlings overturned. It was a weird 
sight and anything but a pleasant one. The act- 
ing coroner, Justice Manning had a jury empan- 
elied as follows: L.P. Baker, forman; S. H. Wal- 
lace, E. J. Childress, J. T. Holbrook, J. T. Dans- 
forth, J. T, Shierly, Wm. Willis, and the inquest 
was held. The boards were removed from over 
the body and the wound examined, the jury agree- 
ing that the ball entered from the back and came 
out in front. 

The first witness was Special Agent W. W. Col- 
quitt, who gave a_ graphic description, of the 
apy} roach tothe still in stocking feet, ard how 
Brown was working about the still, and also saw 
Overton pour something into the still or pan, and 
then Jay dowp. He told of how he went to step 
and the time he fell into the branch, and how he 
was bit onthe knee with a rock and knocked 
back. He heard thepistol shots, and ran up on 
top of the hill, and heard McDonala say ; 

‘*Whatin the devil do you mean?’ and also 
heard Mr. Christian say that some one was on top 
of the bluff. He went up there and 

FOUND BROWN LYING DOWN 
end Mr. Chisolm leaningoverhim. A light was 
struck and Brown was asked what was the mat- 
ter,ard he replied that he was shot. Witness 
thought fhe was shaming, and did not believe 
bim until he had seen the wound. 
Brown was carried down by the still and lay there 
till fifteen or twenty minutes after 2 o’clock, when 
he died. Sent for aphysician as sooa as it was 
found that he was shot. Did what he could for 
iim. Doctor came about half past 3 o’clock, 
Brown was in front of furnace when he{i*st saw 
him. He did not shoot, and could not swear who 
did. Brown had been upa half dozen or more 
times for distilling. A little more than a year ago 
be was arrested in Campbe)l county, and soon after 
his arrest a posse of revenue men were fired upon. 
Prowh was considered one of the worst moon- 
shirers in the coun'ry, and reyenue men had rea- 
sons to apprehend danger. 
JctHN BROWNS PARTNER, 

Joseph L. Overton was the next witness. He is 
a handsome, dark-eyed and haired fellow, and a 
smile played over his face as he stuck his wound. 
ed foot under the stream of water from the little 
wooden race, which flows from the dancing brook, 
and said he knew he wasat work at the still, but 
that he was asleep when the officers came, and he 
was awakened by the firing of gm and a shout. 
He got up and ran up the bluff, falling over a rock. 
When he got up he found out that he was shot in 
the foot. He jumped up and “ran on 
up the branch. Some one was near him and pre- 
senting a pistol said: ‘Stop, you, orl will 
kill you.’’ He recognized the man as Deputy 
Marrbal McDonald by his red side whiskers. Wit- 
ness turned around and told him he would give 
up and the two went down the bluff togethe”. Saw 
Brown when he came down with Messrs. 
Chisolm and Colquitt. Some one _  speak- 
ing of the witness, said, handcuff 
the d—n rascal,’’ McDonald handcuffed him. He 
knew nothing of the rock throwing. Didn’t know 
when he was shot, and didn’t know anything 
about what Brown did. Told about the note be- 
ing left on the still saying Thos, Kennedy had 
one to town to report the till.

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CUBANS WAITINGFOR THE WORD 


Munitions cof War in Readiness and Army 
Officers Appointed. 

NEW York, June 28.—General Rafael Rodri- 
guez, Commander of a brigade in the Cuban army 
of independence, sailed for Key West on the 15th, 
after a week’s visit to New York to confer with the 
local Cuban leaders. He is ashort, stout man, with 
a brown-red face and a small moustache. He 
wears blue glasses, and is called *‘E) Tuerto,” be- 
cause he is one-eyed. He carried reports from 
Commander-in-Chief Gomez. 

It is the intention of the Cuban leaders not to do 
anything until Sp no takes final action on the bill 
to give home rule »Cuba. The native Cubans are 
at present divided into two parties—those who 
want total independence, and the home rulers, 
who will be satisfied if they get local self-govern.- 
ment. The will to give Cuba more local freedom. 
is under considcration by Spanish 
marliament and ministry. Though some 

ind of a bill may be passed, it is not 
probable that enough will be granted to satisfy 
avy patriotic Cuban. But until then the Cuban 
revolutionists will do nothing. This was decided 
at the recent meeting of Generals Gomez, Carillo, 
Redriguez and others at Turk’s island. 

When war is renewed the expeditions will start 
from Jamaica. Santo Domingo, Mexico, or Turk’s 
island. Several forces will move at once. Inthe 
two years that have followed the cessation of hos- 
tilities, wherever there was was a Colony of Cubans 
an organization was formed. In New 
York, Philadelphia, Key West, New 
Orleans, Baltimore, and other cities, the Cubans 
have got ready. The army has been prepared so 
far as the officers and armsgo. Quantities of Rem- 
ington and needle rifles and ammunition are 
stored waiting for shipment. The division, 
brigade,and regiment commanders have been for 
the great part chosen. All that is needed for a si- 
muiltaneous attack on Cuba from many pointsis 
the command of General Gomez. 

Colonel Joseph M. Parraga said yesterday. 

“We intend to send no expeditions from the 
United States. We shail infringe on its laws not at 
all. Our next expedition will start from one of 
the surrounding islands. In the two yearsof 
peace we have prepared, and at present we are 
waiting for Spain toact. Many of our peopleare 
weary of fighting and ask for nothing but local 
mitonomy. We are waiting to see # wecan get that. 
ee is ready. We need nothing but the
